Oakley begins as judge

New 34th District Court 
Judge Brian Oakley - is now 
busy in the Romulus based 
courthouse - following an in¬ 
tense week of judicial school¬ 
ing in Lansing. 

Oakley - who served as a 
Romulus attorney for more 
than a decade - won a major 
political battle in November to 
succeed retiring Judge Henry 
Zaborowski. 

Oakley was sworn in Dec. 31 
by Zaborowski, who offered 
the oath, and Steve Robinson, 
who notarized the oath. 

Robinson, who served in the 
former Oakley and Oakley law 
firm of Romulus, is now a part¬ 
ner with Oakley’s wife, Suz¬ 
anne, in the new Oakley and 


Robinson PLLC law firm. The 
firm is locat d in the same of¬ 
fice on Goddcrd road. 

Oakley got his judicial bap 
tism under fire on Jan. 2, while 
serving as arraignment judge 
for Out County weekend ar¬ 
raignments at the 34th District 
Court. 

He then traveled to Lansing 
on Jan. 4 for five days of in¬ 
tense judicial training offered 
at the Michigan Judicial Insti¬ 
tute New Judges’ School. 

Then this Monday Oakley 
began his official judicial du¬ 
ties on a regular basis. His 
court recorder is Lisa Pond, 
who served Zaborowski for 
three and a half years. 

“After Monday’s session, I 
fell in love with the job,” 
Oakley said. “I hope I can say 
the same 30 years from now.”

Constant snowfalls keep 
airport, road crews busy

Continued snow squalls in 
the western Wayne County 
area since 1999 began are con¬ 
tinuing to keep Detroit Metro 
AiTport and Wayne County 
road crews hopping in an ef¬ 
fort to keep area transporta¬ 
tion flowing in a reasonable 
manner. 

Michael Conway, spokesper¬ 
son for Detroit Metro Airport, 
said snowfalls early this week 
did delay various plane flights 
in and out of the airport, but as 
of Tuesday morning few if any 
were cancelled. 

Airport snow removal crews 
worked constantly from 11 a.m. 
Monday until 7 a.m. Tuesday 
removing snow from various 
runways. But after a brief re¬ 
spite a new and somewhat un¬ 
expected snowfall began a 
short time later Tuesday morn¬ 
ing and additional snow was 
slated for Tuesday night. 

Conway said the runway 
clearance effort sometimes 
gets bogged down, when 
needed airport signs are 
blocked from view by the snow 
removal efforts. 

Then the crews need to re¬ 


turn to the runways to expose 
the signs back to view of all 
concerned. 

The other problem with the 
plowing is that runways need 
to be closed down while the 
plowing is taking place. 

The reports of rising tem¬ 
peratures this weekend is not 
causing any deep concern at 
the airport, Conway said, since 
the water retention ponds 
there almost empty when the 
first winter sntfws began to 
fall. 

Meanwhile Wayne County v 
roadways were taking a pound¬ 
ing from the continual snow 
falls and the on-going cleaning 
process, John Roach, county 
road department chief, re¬ 
ported Tuesday morning. 

Until the thawing begins 
latetf this week, Roach said, 
most of the county roads will 
be snow covered, despite the 
county work crews best efforts 
to ease the traffic woes. 

Roach like many others was 
surprised by the Tuesday 
morning snowfall that put a 
new white coating on road¬ 
ways and area snow piles. 

But the apparently never 
ending snowfall in the last 
10-14 days is draining his crew 
of 130 plow drivers and 75

Mayor William Oakley and 
the City Council took emer¬ 
gency steps earlier this week 
to revive the snow removal 
portion of the city’s sidewalk 
ordinance that demands that 
sidewalks be cleared 48 hours 
after a snow fall of more than 
two inches. 

According to the ordinance 
change, "‘persons with physical 
health problems that would 
prevent them from removing 
snow and ice accumulations” 
would be permitted 72 hours to 
effect the cleanup. 

A copy of the ordinance 
change appears today in a Ro¬ 
mulus city legal advertisement 
on page A-3. 

According to City Clerk 
Linda Choate an original snow 
removal ordinance was on the 
books in the 1970’s, but when 
the city approved an updated 
sidewalk ordinance in the 
1980’s based on new construc¬ 
tion regulations the snow re¬ 
moval portion of the law was 
abandoned. 

Thus with the recent snow 
fall crisis, city officials real¬ 
ized the snow removal portion 
of the law needed to added to 
the current law, Choate said. 

Thus upon the advice of City 
Attorney Stephen Hitchcock, 
the change was put together 
for action at Monday night’s 
council meeting. 

The council then met again 
in special session Tuesday 
morning to get the minutes of 
the meeting approved so they 
could be published in the The 
Romulus Roman today.

other county laborers, Roach 
said Tuesday, and all are hop¬ 
ing for a day or two break 
sometime this week. 

While current road salt sup¬ 
plies remain in good order, 
Roach said, hopes are that 
continuing snow will not last 
over an extended state area. 

While predicted tempera¬ 
ture hikes late this week and 
this weekend are being looked 
forward to, Roach said, any 
quick refreezing would cause 
treacherous icy conditions. 

Roach is calling for area 
residents to extend some pa¬ 
tience to his workcrews’ ef¬ 
forts and to expose (clean 
snow away from) road catch 
basins before the thawing pro¬ 
cess begins. 

Roach realizes that the 
cleaning effort was not as ex¬ 
tensive as some would like, he 
will be having a series of meet¬ 
ings with municipal public 
works crews that the county is 
responsible for. 

Up to date information on 
county roads and information 
on how citizens can help with 
the process can be found on 
the Wayne County web page, 
Roach said. 

To find the web information 
call up www.waynecounty.com, 
Roach explained. 


According to the ordinance 
amendment “the owner, per¬ 
son or entities occupying or in 
control of lthe premises with a 
public sidewalk in front of or 
adjacent to such premises, are 
required to keep such side¬ 
walks free and clear of all ac¬ 
cumulations of snow in excess 
of two inches and reasonably 
free of all ice.” 

The ordinance amendment 
states that all snowfall accu¬ 
mulations will be measured by 
the official snowfall reported 
at Detroit Metropolitan Air¬ 
port.” 

If the snow and ice are not 
cleared, according to the 
amendment, “the City may re¬ 
move the snow or ice and 
charge the cost against the 
property owner, which may be 
added to the property tax as 
provided by state lav/ or ordi¬ 
nances of the city.” 

City Recreation Director 
Debbie Dick urged any stu¬ 
dents or other persons, who 
would volunteer to help re¬ 
move snow from sidewalks in 
emergencies, to call the city’s 
Senior Center and leave their 
name and phone number vkith 
Linda Norman (942-6852).

Parking problem pits schools against police

Van Buren Public Schools 
superintendent James Richen- 
dollar can expect a call from 
Belleville police chief Hal 
Berriman. 

Berriman volunteered to 
meet with Richendollar to dis¬ 
cuss parking by Belleville 
High School students on 
Church St. near the West Co¬ 
lumbia intersection. 

Conrad Welsing addressed 
in a letter to the city the diffi¬ 
culty residents of the area 
have in parking on their own 
streets. 

“Street parking, on both 
sides of Church Street, is usu¬ 
ally filled on school days, 5 ’ the 
letter reads. ‘‘It also restricts 
access for trash pick-up and 
street cleaning. Is this parking 
appropriate?” 

While Berriman said he is 


not sure how much the schools 
can do about the problem, 
which is mainly caused by stu¬ 
dents who drive to school, he 
would talk to Richendollar to 
discuss possible remedies. 

“What would the school 
have over students parking on 
public streets?” he asked 
council. “They can’t control 
that.” 

Berriman said the city has 
several options, including re¬ 
quiring permit parking for the 
area, limiting parking to two 
hours, or eliminating parking 
on one side of the street, which 
would allow residents more 
visibility when they’re backing 
out of their driveways. 

Mayor pro tern Kay Atkins 
said students could be prohib¬ 
ited from parking on the street, 
but Berriman disagreed. “If 
there’s a legal parking spot, it’s 
legal for everybody,” he said. 
“If you show bias just because 


he’s a student, you’re going to 
get yourself in a lot of trouble.’ 

Atkins responded, saying, 
“With that in mind, maybe 
you’re not the person to go talk 
[to Richendollar].” Berriman 
said council could ask anyone 
they wanted to talk to the su¬ 
perintendent, but his offer still 
stood. 

Tom Fielder, mayoral candi- 
date and retired VBHS 
teacher, said the problem is ul 
timately caused by lack of 
parking at the high school, and 
not by students who wish to cut 
out of school early, as Berri¬ 
man and council members had 
previously stated. 

He pointed out that most 
students are denied parking 
permits on campus. Only stu¬ 
dent athletes, students in¬ 
volved in after-school clubs 
and activities and students 
who leave for co-op jobs are 
issued permits. Further, park¬ 


ing spaces will be even more 
premium after the high 
school’s addition is completed, 
further cutting into parking. 

Atkins suggested that stu¬ 
dents could park in one of sev¬ 
eral downtown lots and walk to 
School from there. 

Atkins spoke out against 
permit parking on Church St., 
saying, “It’s a shame when you 
live on a street and you can’t 
park in front of your own home 
without a restriction or a per¬ 
mit,” and said there may be a 
better solution. She said resi¬ 
dents may be concerned that 
their visitors would not be 
able to park on the street with¬ 
out getting a ticket. 

Avis White, Belleville resi¬ 
dent, said her neighborhood 
welcomed permit parking, and 
it did not cause any trouble for 
her guests because she al¬ 
lowed them to park in her 
driveway, and parked her car, 
with a permit on the street.

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Tired of fad diets? Raising children will slim you

The No. 1 most popular New 
Year’s resolution made in the 
U.S.A. is “lose weight.” I hear 
that all the time - on the radio, 
the TV, in the grocery store. I 
also hear it’s the resolution 
that never lasts very long. 

Well, that doesn’t surprise 
me in the least, given all those 
terrible diets and weight loss 
programs out there. Who could 
ever succeed at those? They’re 
all so complicated. Calorie 
counting, food weighing, exer¬ 
cise machines, gym workouts, 
fancy tight bike shorts, fat 
.grams, meal dealing, oldie 
sweating, pecs, reps, abs, pills, 
shakes, tofu, futon. Futon? 
(Scratch that. That’s some sort 
of bed.) Anyway, the point is, 
it’s all too complicated. Too 
complicated for me anyway. 
I’ve found something much 
simpler. A kind of diet- 
program thing. 

First, have six children. 
(Less than six, it’ll work, 
maybe not as well, but it’ll 
work. More than six? It’ll work 
even better.) You're probably 
saying, “No way. This can’t be. 
Having children IS the prob¬ 


lem.” On the contrary, NOT 
having children is the prob¬ 
lem. 

For example, when I was 
just a girl in college and living 
on good old- fashioned dorm 
food I hadn’t prepared or 
cleaned up after or even 
thought about until I was in 
line with my tray, I sported a 
butt. One that was actually use¬ 
ful, as in helping to keep my 
pants up. 

But now, six children later, 
the butt is gone. This diet re¬ 
ally works! Why just the other 
day I was standing in line at 
the grocery store and little 
Jack yanked on my pant leg. I 
nearly lost my drawers. That’s 
good. It is. 

The second thing to know 
about this diet is that in addi¬ 
tion to having a bunch of chil¬ 
dren, you must also be married 
to a workaholic. This enables 
mealtimes to be total disas¬ 
ters. Without another pair of 
adult hands around to assist 
with the six or more children, 
you just don’t have the oppor¬ 
tunity to actually put food in 
your own mouth. 

Between cleaning up milk 
spills, spooning mushed peas 
into the baby’s mouth, serving 
another helping of this over 


here, fetching the crackers 
over there, scraping peas off 
the wall everywhere, running 
to turn the light on in the bath¬ 
room for the short child who is 
afraid of the dark, running 
back to find that the food is 
now pretty much gone, makes 
this diet super-duper effective. 

And without fail, I adhere to 
the following guideline: Be the 
sole cleaner-upper after every 
meal. This allows the diet to 
work in two more wonderful 
ways. First, all the caked-on, 
splattered, dissected meal 
components serve as very ef¬ 
fective eating deterrents. The 
whole sorry business is just 
plain •gross. And second, the 
exercise! Scouring the pots 
and pans, wiping down the 
stove and neighboring walls, 
sweeping the floor, then on 
hands and knees vigorously 
scrubbing the floor after all 
meals gets amazingly quick re¬ 
sults. 

Loads of calories are 
burned, if by chance any have 
been ingested in the first 
place.

Fence needed to Sassafrass

Theresa Robbins began her 
journey to the school board as 
a trustee five years ago when 
she began her quest to he # lp 
save Sassafrass Trails in the 
Wayne-Westland School Dis¬ 
trict. 

Robbins became involved 
with Sassafrass Trails when 
Wayne Westland's School Dis¬ 
trict had some financial diffi¬ 
culties in 1993. 

'In 1993 they had looked to 
put up for sale some of the 64 
acres that the school district 
owned. Part of that was Sas¬ 
safrass where Wilson school had 
been located. The school 
hadn’t been used for many 
years,” she said. 

After the school was no 
longer needed in the district, 
federally funded head-start, 
and Sparky pre-school occu¬ 
pied the premises for a few 
years. Robbins said that the 
school has been vacant since 
1994- 1995. The programs were 
moved to Stottlemyer on Mar¬ 
quette, which is owned by the 
school district. 

Robbins* property runs next 
to the nature center. 

“My children grew up in the 
woods,” she said. 

“The rumors began by say¬ 
ing that there would be a large 
housing development built 
there. When I found this out, 
my combined love of nature, 
and wanting to protect the 
area I started a grassroots ef¬ 
fort, with the first meeting in 


January 1993,” she said. 

“We created an interest in 
saving the area, especially Sas¬ 
safrass Trails. We had 20 core 
members, and had help from 
the legislature, Eileen Dehart, 
Tom Kelly, and Loren Ben¬ 
nett,” she said. 

She said that it has taken 5 
years to get this far, and the 
group had to provide a 200 
page perspectus showing why 
the area peeds to be saved; 
i.e.,as an educational tool for 
the district. By providing a 
purpose for their efforts, they 
were awarded $520,000.00 in 
1997. The school signed off on 
it, September 1997. What this 
means is that the school can 
use it, and is responsible for 
the 51 acres. The school had 64 
acres, and some of these acres 
were sold to a developer late 
last year. 

“There was a fence built be¬ 
tween Sassafrass Trails and 
Wilson School in the 1980’s 
that was paid for by the tax¬ 
payers. This fence went 
around the inside and outside 
of the trail. Right now most of 
the fence is still there, but 
some has been removed by the 
builjders,” she said. 

“I’d like to see a fence put 
back up for the protection of 
the woods. Who’s responsible 
for it?” she said. 

She said that because of 
where the fence was located 
prior to any construction tak¬ 
ing place, that she, and others 
in the Wayne-Westland School 
District assumed that the 
fence was part of the package 
in protecting Sassafrass Trails. 


“We didn’t know to question 
anyone about the fence after 
the property was sold,” she 
said. 

She said the property pur¬ 
chased was per lot, not per 
acre. Part of the parcel that 
was sold, was near the stream, 
and they already covered it 
with a cement road. 

“I haven’t pursued the is¬ 
sue, I did what I could, and I 
have moved on. Chuck John¬ 
son, a core member of the 
group is working on this issue 
now. When I got elected as a 
Trustee in June of last year, I 
didn’t want to have a conflict 
of interest,” she said. 

She said that Johnson has 
pursued this situation through 
the DEQ (Department of Envi- 
romental Quality) and also the 
Wayne County Drain Commis¬ 
sioners. 

“They have vacated that 
drain. They have illegally 
abandoned that. He’s really in 
the trenches on this,” she said. 

She said that there’s no con¬ 
struction taking place, and 
that it stopped way before the 
bad weather began.

Wilson school was a show¬ 
case. Built in the 1960’s, it was 
used throughout the 1980’s, 
and provided plenty of field 
trips. David Cox, Wayne- 
Westland School board said 
that they need to get the pro¬ 
gram up and running there 
again. “We need to have the fi¬ 
nancial gaps filled in, and we 
need the legislature to help,” 
she said. 


seems to burn up even more 
calories. I’m not sure of the sci¬ 
entific explanation for this, 
but somehow it works. 

Living in a two-story house 
is very helpful.

Now if you’ve no 
children and live in a one- 
story house with no basement, 
you’d better have a long house 
and lazy husband. 

So here are the four guide¬ 
lines that have proven success¬ 
ful: Have children, the more 
the better; be married to a 
workaholic; keep a relatively 
clean house; and have steps, 
the more the better. 

And as with any diet- 
program thing, be sure to con¬ 
sult your physician before you 
start. Good luck and keep me 
posted. 


CITY OF ROMULUS 

CHAPTER 32 
ARTICLE II 

An Ordinance of the City of Romulus Providing That the Code of Ordinances be Amended to Add 
Subsection (b) Requiring the Removal of Snow and Ice from all Sidewalks Within the City 
THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Short Title 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the amended Sidewalk Ordinance. 

Section 2: The City hereby amends Chapter 32, Article II, Section 32-19 to make the existing para¬ 

graph of this Section shall be become Subsection (a) and to add Subsection (b) as follows: 

(b) The owner, person or entities occupying or in control of premises with a public 
sidewalk in front of or adjacent to such premises, are required to keep such side¬ 
walks free and clear of all accumulations of snow in excess of two (2) inches and 
reasonably free of all ice within 48 hours after the snowfall or ice accumulation so 
as to render the sidewalks safe for persons walking thereon. All persons occupying 
a premises who have physical health problems that would prevent them from 
removing snow and ice accumulations shall see that the above snow and ice accu¬ 
mulations are removed from the premises within 72 hours after the snowfall or ice 
accumulations. All snowfall accumulations will be measured by the official snow¬ 
fall reported at Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

If the owner or occupant fails to comply with this requirement, the City may 
removed the snow or ice and charge the cost against the property owner which may 
be added to the property tax as provided by State law or ordinances of the City. 
Section 3. Saving Clause 


Nothing in this ordinance or in the Code hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit 
or proceeding pending in any court or administrative body, or any rights acquired, or liabili¬ 
ty incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or existing, under any Act or 
Ordinance hereby repealed by this Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of 
any character be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 4: Penalty 

Anyone found guilty of violating this Section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punished by a fine not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or by imprisonment not to 
exceed ninety (90) days, or both, in the discretion of this court. 

Section 5: Severability 

Should any word, clause, sentence, paragraph, sub-section or section of this Article be 
declared void or otherwise invalid, for any reason, by any court of competent jurisdiction, l 
such declaration shall not affect any portion of this Article other than the part specifically 
declared to be void. 

Section 8: Effective Date 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication in the official news¬ 
paper.

King celebration

One of the major celebra¬ 
tions in western Wayne County 
marking the birthday of slain 
Civil Rights leader Dr. Martin 
Luther King will be conducted 
at 6 p.m.

The guest speaker will be 
Col. Franklyn Thompson, new 
commander of the Divisional 
Headquarters of the Salvation 
Army in Southfield. 

Leau’Rette Douglas, S.A. 
community programs director, 
said the night will include: 
Thompson’s talk, entertain¬ 
ment, acknowledgements, fel¬ 
lowship and refreshments. 

The Army facility is located 
at 2300 Venoy road, several 
blocks off Michigan avenue.

Another area celebration 
commemorating Dr. King’s 
70th birthday will take place 
the day before (Jan. 17) at the 
Swords and Plowshares Peace 
Center and Gallery, 33 E. Adams 
ave. in Detroit. 

The kickoff of a new exhibit 
“Celebrating and Remember¬ 
ing the Life of Gandhi” will be 
at 3 p.m. at the Central United 
Methodist Church, Woodward 
and Grand Circus Park (next to 
the peace center) in downtown 
Detroit. 


King credited a biography 
on Gandhi written by the late 
E. Stanley Jones as being in¬ 
strumental in his setting up his 
non-violent civil rights actions 
in the U.S. in the 1950-60’s. 

Both King and Jones were 
Nobel Peace Prize nomi¬ 
nees...King actually was 
named a recipient of the an¬ 
nual award. 

Sixty six photos featuring 
much of Gandhi’s life will be 
on display through April 2. 
They will include pictures as 
early as his childhood (when 
he was only seven years old), 
his early career in South Af¬ 
rica, with his famous spinning 
wheel, the salt march to the 
sea, his frequent fasts, his at¬ 
tempts to reconcile Muslims 
and other Indian factions and 
his funeral in 1948. 

The spirit of the outing and 
the lengthy display of his pho¬ 
tos will be to record how Gan¬ 
dhi helped bring down the 
oppressive imperialism of the 
British Empire with “Saty- 
agraka” (soul force, truth and 
non- violence). 

That spirit was adopted by 
King and lead to many of the 
successful actions he lead in 
the field of civil rights. 

At the kickoff ceremony, 
Jones’ son-in-law, Bishop 
James Matthews will speak on 
“Gandhi-Matchless Weapon.” 


Rev. Hoff 
his Christ

The Rev. Edwin C. Hoff, long 
term minister for the hand¬ 
icapped at Belleville First 
United Methodist Church, was 
eulogized last Saturday for his 
loving nature and his Christ- 
like actions. 

Senior Pastor John Grenfell 
III, who joined the church last 
summer, said “we were in the 
midst of planning Rev. Hoff’s 
retirement celebration last 
week, when we were notified 
of his sudden death.” 

Rev. Hoff, 76, was planning 
on retiring following 26 years 
of ministry to the handicapped 
in the Belleville area. Sadly, 
his friends said he died sud¬ 
denly the night of Jan. 4 after 
suffering an apparent heart at¬ 
tack. 

“Ed’s true spiritual leader¬ 
ship reminded us to see be¬ 
yond the limits of time into 
that true realm of eternity,” 
Grenfell said. 

Despite his own handicap, 
Grenfell said, Hoff never com¬ 
plained and because of his 
spirit of total surrender to the 
Lord, we were hard- pressed to 
be even reminded of his hand¬ 
icap. 

With Rev. Hoff’s sudden 
passing, Grenfell said, “we lost 
a giant of the faith and a giant 
of a man.” 

Rev. Hoff was born June 7, 
1922 in Detroit and was a vet¬ 
eran of the U.S. Navy. After be¬ 
ing seriously injured in a 
vehicle accident, he earned 
many medals for his hand¬ 
icapped swimming.

He also was active in the 
successful effort to enact bar¬ 
rier free legislation. 

Taking part in Saturday’s fu¬ 
neral rites for Rev. Hoff that 
were attended by nearly 400 
mourners, were recently re¬ 
tired Rev. David Strong, who 
sang How Great Thou Art and 
Joy E. Arthur, the first pastor 
that Rev. Hoff served with in 
Belleville. 

Among his survivors are his 
wife, Mary E. (Jones) Hoff; and 
three sisters, Alice (Robert) 
Day of Saginaw; Lucille Sigler 
of Ann Arbor and Marjorie 
(John) Kill of Grosse lie.

Gore said the aim of the initia¬ 
tive will be to create “livable com¬ 
munities, comfortable suburbs, vi¬ 
brant cities and green spaces all 
around and in between” 

The proposal included tax 
credits of $700 million over five 
years to support “Better America 
bonds,” which could be used to 
preserve green space, create or 
restore urban parks, protect wa¬ 
ter quality and clean up aban¬ 
doned industrial sites. 

To help ease traffic congestion, 
the proposed Department of 
Transportation budget for fiscal 
year 2000 would include a record 
$6.1 billion for public transit and 
$2.2 billion to support state and 
local efforts to ease congestion 
and reduce air pollution. 

An additional $570 million was 
set aside for projects such as the 
renovation of historic rail sta¬ 
tions, the creation of bicycle and 


pedestrian trails and scenic beau- 
tificatioa 

Gore said urban sprawl led to 
traffic gridlock and undermined 
family life. He said too many peo¬ 
ple spent too much time in traffic 
jams rather than with friends and 
family. 

“We are taking citizens’ con¬ 
cerns to the very top of our na¬ 
tional agenda,” Gore said. 

The switch to “livable commu¬ 
nities,” in which mass transporta¬ 
tion returns, was so important a 
that Gore devoted a portion of his j 
first campaign speech to it 

While personally I favor the • 
switch, feeling that the return to 
pedestrian communities will 1 
strengthen family life. I even feel 
it will do more: it will strengthen 
neighborhoods and restore our 
civilization, perhaps to the level ; 
of the “American High” in the ; 
1950s. 

I neither work for the Big T\vo ■ 
nor a supplier. I don't have to wor¬ 
ry about the gains being made at. 
the expense of my job. 

However, those that do ought ■ 
to be concerned about the next ;

Tobacco wars 
heat up in

For the past year, some of the 
fiercest battles in the tobacco 
wars have been waged in Con¬ 
gress. Now, with the signing of the 
$206 billion settlement between 
state Attorneys General and the 
tobacco industry, there will be an 
increased focus on the states as 
legislatures, including Michigan’s, 
debate how to spend the money. 

These debates and decisions 
will be critical. A key test of the 
success of the state Attorneys 
General agreement will be 
whether the states allocate an ad¬ 
equate portion of the funds they 
will receive to programs designed 
to reduce tobacco use, particular¬ 
ly among kids, and to help smok¬ 
ers quit If state legislatures fail to 


earmark funds for this purpose, 
they will miss a key opportunity to 
protect kids. This would also un¬ 
dermine the Attorneys Generals’ 
effoils to deal with the rising cost 
of caring for sick smokers. As high 
as these costs are today, they will 
be even higher if the current gen¬ 
eration of youth becomes addict¬ 
ed adults. 

Michigan is due to receive 
$8.53 billion from the tobacco 
companies through 2025. It would 
be a huge mistake - and a big vic¬ 
tory for Big Tobacco - to view this 
settlement money as just a lucky 
windfall. It is not “found” money, 
but a repayment for billions of 
dollars appropriated by the legis¬ 
lature to pay for the health care 
costs of treating citizens who suf¬ 
fer from smoking-related illness¬ 
es. 

“This money must be spent to 
address the issue at the core of 
the multi-state settlement-reduc- 
ing the incidence of smoking, par¬ 
ticularly among young people,” 
said Matthew J. Myers, executive 
vice president and general coun¬ 
sel of the Washington, DC-based 
CAMPAIGN FOR TOBACCO- 
FREE KIDS. “If these settlement 
funds are diverted ffom tobacco 
control, Michigan will face contin¬ 
ued increases in youth tobacco 
use” 

The best way Michigan can 
substantially reduce smoking and 
other tobacco use is to establish a 
well-funded, sustained and com¬ 
prehensive program. Nothing 
else can compete against the ad¬ 
dictive power of nicotine and the * 
tobacco industry’s aggressive 
marketing tactics. 

State programs can and do 
make a difference. Arizona, Cali¬ 
fornia, Florida, and Massachu¬ 
setts have already initiated ag¬ 
gressive public education cam¬ 
paigns. Mississippi and Texas are 
starting up. The longest-running 
programs, in California and Mass¬ 
achusetts, have reduced overall 
smoking within these states com¬ 
pared with the rest of the nation. 
They use numerous tactics to 
reach state residents, with most 
activities falling into one of three 

/ 


major categories: 

High-profile education cam¬ 
paigns in the media and schools, 
targeted at youth, adult smokers, 
and the public in general. The 
messages de-glamorize smoking 
among young people, expose the 
dishonestly of the tobacco indus¬ 
try, encourage smokers to quit, 
and publicize the health risks of 
exposure to second hand tobacco 
smoke. 

Community-based tobacco con¬ 
trol efforts in coordination with 
institutions such as local boards 
of health, local health depart¬ 
ments, and primary care-health 
organizations. The local programs 
provide smoking cessation coun¬ 
seling and information and edu¬ 
cation services. 

Statewide initiatives that pro¬ 
mote local policies, regulations, 
and oidinances limiting smoking 
in public places and restricting 
youth access to tobacco. 

“If we as a nation are commit¬ 
ted to reducing tobacco use 
among kids, we still need federal 
legislation,” said Bill Novelli, 
president of the Campaign. “The 
new Congress must commit to 
making a tobacco control a top 
priority.” 

But the settlement is only half 
the equation; the other half that 
still is needed is meaningful na¬ 
tional legislation to reduce tobac¬ 
co use. A national policy, coupled 
with state tobacco control efforts, 
is the best way to counter years of 
multi-billion dollar advertising 
and marketing campaigns from 
the tobacco industry. 

Federal legislation is neces¬ 
sary to address those areas the 
agreement does not cover, includ¬ 
ing: FDA authority over tobacco 
products; provisions to make to¬ 
bacco products less accessible to 
children; the need for new, more 
visible health warnings; the prob¬ 
lems of U.S. tobacco company 
marketing to youth overseas; and 
more.

Governor John Engler today 
announced $2.3 million in agri¬ 
cultural grants for projects 
planned to prevent ground wa¬ 
ter contamination. The grants 
will go to programs in 74 Mich¬ 
igan counties, including 
Lenawee, Macomb, Monroe, 
Oakland, Washtenaw and 
Wayne. 

Over the last five years 
since the program was started, 
over $8.3 million in funding 
has been distributed. 

Funds for this program 
come from registration fees for 
pesticides and fertilizers paid 
by farmers, industry and 
homeowners. 

The grants being issued to 
groups in Southeast Michigan 
include: 

*Michigan State University 
Extension, Macomb County, 
will receive $20,400 to promote 
groundwater stewardship in 
Macomb, Oakland and Wayne 


counties. The state and local 
matching funds will be used to 
help homeowners evaluate 
groundwater risk from fertil¬ 
izer and pesticide activities, 
implement two teacher train¬ 
ing sessions and 80 classroom 
presentations, deliver at least 
four presentations on proper 
, septic system management, de¬ 
commission 10 inoperative 
wells, expand soil testing 
through retail garden stores, 
and other activities. 

*Monroe .County Soil Con¬ 
servation District, serving 
Lenawee and Monroe coun¬ 
ties, will receive $86,150. Spe¬ 
cific activities planned 
include conducting 15 on-farm 
sprayer calibrations, decom¬ 
missioning 25 wells, providing 
25 emergency pesticide spill 
kits, conducting 25 meetings to 
teach homeowners about 
groundwater risk from 
pesticides and fertilizers, and 


other activities. 

*South Oakland County Re¬ 
source Recovery Authority 
(SOCRRA) will receive $10,000 
for programs in Macomb, Oak¬ 
land and Wayne counties. 
SOCRRA will use state and lo¬ 
cal matching funds to develop 
hands on demonstrations and 
lesson plans for grade school 
teachers, including three 
teacher training workshops. 

*Washtenaw Soil Conserva¬ 
tion District, serving Wash¬ 
tenaw and Wayne counties, 
will receive $20,794. The dis¬ 
trict will use the funds to de¬ 
commission 25 abandon wells 
including one at a public dem¬ 
onstration, calibrate 10 agri¬ 
cultural sprayers, host three 
septic system education pro¬ 
grams, conduct 40 school 
presentations, help 1,000 
homeowners assess their im¬ 
pacts on groundwater and 


group presentations and indi¬ 
vidual assessments, train 
teachers and Master Gardners 
on groundwater risk evalua¬ 
tion, and other activities. 

The Michigan Groundwater 
Stewardship Program is a co¬ 
operative effort between the 
Michigan Department of Agri¬ 
culture, MSU Extension and 
the Natural Resources Conser¬ 
vation Service, as well as Mich¬ 
igan Farm Bureau, Michigan 
AgriBusiness Association and 
the Michigan Association of 
Conservation Districts. 

The Michigan Department 
of Agriculture, which serves 
the state’s second-largest in¬ 
dustry is the official 3tate 
agency charged with serving, 
promoting and protecting the 
food, agriculture and agri¬ 
cultural economic interests of 
the people of the State of Mich¬ 
igan.

International Aid officials 
report a second airplane ship¬ 
ment of relief supplies will 
leave Selfridge Air Force Base 
Tuesday bound for Honduras 
as part of the “Michigan Ca¬ 
res’’ program. 

The C130 will contain $1 
million worth of pharmaceuti¬ 
cal supplies as well as medical 
supplies, hygiene kits, baby 
layettes, pasta, medical sup¬ 
plies, blankets and cleaning 
supplies. The total shipment is 
valued at $1.4 million, accord¬ 
ing to international Aid’s Chief 
Operating Officer Jinny De- 
Jong. 

Michigan Gov. John Engler 
two weeks ago launched 
“Michigan Cares” in an effort 
to help the many Honduran 
and Nicaraguan victims of 
Hurricane Mitch. The storm 
claimed the lives of an esti¬ 
mated 10,000 people. 

Thousands remain missing, 
and 1.8 million still homeless 
today. 

Spring Lake-based Interna¬ 
tional Aid, which ranks in the 


top 100 non-profit organiza¬ 
tions and in the top 20 relief 
and development organization 
in the United States, is coor¬ 
dinating the project. 

Gov. Engler has sent letters 
to the state’s pharmaceutical 
companies urging them to do¬ 
nate medications to Interna¬ 
tional Aid for shipment to 
Central America. He has also 
authorized use of the Michigan 
Air National Guard when ap¬ 
propriate. 

Earlier this month, the Air 
National Guard flew 385,000 
pounds of beans donated by 
Mivhigan farmers and $4.8 mil¬ 
lion of medicine donated by 
pharmaceutical companies to 
the stricken area. 

International Aid has also 
sent assessment teams to Cen¬ 
tral America, the second of 
which was accompanied by 
Michigan Department of Com¬ 
munity Health Director James 
K. Haveman Jr. Their reports 
from the field now indicate 
disease and lack of crops this 
spring are the biggest fears of 


Central America residents, 
while offcials there worry that 
shipments of relief supplies 
will taper off when they are 
still needed. 

But International Aid Presi¬ 
dent Ralph Plumb has said 
from the beginning that his 
agency will be involved for the 
long haul.
